With morbid drama 
and scalpel-sharp sar- 
casm, the play calls back 
the dead from McGill's 
bloody history' to put them 
on trial. Thomas Nicl 
Cream, McGill's Jack the 
Ripper, is the anti-hero, 
but according to Fen- 
nario, the play is intended 
as "an exorcism of McGill 
and a postmortum of 
bourgeois society." 

I ream was a medical 
student and intern-- 
_J at McGill from 
1872 to 1876. During this 
time Cream murdered 
local prostitutes for 
science, profit, and 
pleasure, and sold them to 
the school. Although 
others at McGill knew of 
his activities, Cream re- 
mained a respectable 
member of Victorian 
society, until he fled to 
England and was caught 
and hanged in 1892. 

Cream is not atypical, 
according to Fennario." 
"Thousands. and 
thousands of people died 
because of the gross ex- 
ploitation of workers by 
Lora Strathcona, James 
McGill, Frank Dawson 
Adams, and Hugh Allen," 
all of who have been 
honored by the universty. 
Instead writing Cream out 
of its history books, Fen- 



nario believes McGill 
should honour him as one 
of their own.. 

The play is intended to 
mirror the development of 
capitalism.

Wearing a fuschia sweater and 
black tube skirt and sporting a head of 
gelled orange hair, Siberry spoke to 
the audience - about the inspirations 
for her several of her songs. Her song 
You Don't Need was inspired by a 
Welsh folk tale about a hunter who 
shot his dog and lived to regret it. 
Mein Bitte was written after spending 



an afternoon at a mechanic's while he 
fixed her car. She spoke to the crowd 
often in a halting, soft, mellow tone, 
similar to her singing voice. 

Siberry, whose first album was 
released around 1980, is now receiving 
the media attention she deserves. Her 
stop in Montréal was one of the first in 
a 50 -ci ty North 1 American tour which 
will wrap up in California next 
month. Since signing with Windham- 
Hill Records in the states, Siberry's 
first big hit Mimi on the Beach can 
now be seen on MTV. 

A highlight of the show was the 
singing of her song Symmetry. Before 
she began, Siberry said self- 
mockingly, "you can't chop down a 
symmetry — what a line." It was a 
relief to hear her say that, since this 
one cheap play on words didn't blend 
with the rest of her intelligent and 
perceptive lyrics. 

Backstage, after an excellent show, 
Siberry remained unflustered by the 
mob of fans and reporters. She took 
the time to greet everyone with a big 
smile. Jane Siberry and her band can 
be seen at a homecoming concert 
tomorrow at Massey Hall in Toronto. 
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Recent popular fiction has 
given us the genre of future 
history. Where the subject mat- 
ter pertains to the Soviet 
system, these speculative books 
can be either wildly optimistic 
in theirtales of the imminent 
fall of the Russian Empire, or 
they go too far at the opposite 
pole by overstating the strength 
of the Soviet's forces and/or ar- 
ticulating a very warped 
understanding the effects of a 
nuclear war. 

The game these authors play 
is a game that the military and 
intelligence establishments of 
the West have been playing for 
years. The game b called "Let's 
build a scenario." 

The only problem is that the 
boys in the Pentagon and the 
spooks over at Langley 
sometimes let their imagina-' 
rions run wilder than any 
paperback hack. This is a 
phenomenon called "Threat 
Analysis," which, in the long 
run, usually amounts to threat 
inflation. 

This tendency towards 
overstating Soviet might is not a 
new one. And it has proved 
quite convenient for arms pro- 
' ducers and politicians to point 
to the ominous reports of Soviet 
strength or superiority when 
justifying new (and better?) 
military toys. 

"Welcome to the world of 
strategic analysis, where we 
programme weapons that don't 
work to meet threats that don't 
exist," as Ivan Selin, head of 
Strategic Forces Division, office 
of Assistant Secretary of 
Defense (Systems Analysis), 
wrote in 1966. 

So begins Andrew Cockburn's 
book, a systemic analysis, of 
Soviet armed strength on the 
sea, in the air, and on the 
ground. Drawing his informa- 
tion from many of the same 
sources as the CIA, DIA : 
(Defense Intelligence Agency), 
and others, Cockburn also in- 
cluded neglected sources and a ' 
fresh perspective that paints a 
picture of Soviet capability that 
falls far. short of the many 
myths we have long accepted. 
One such prevailing myth is 



that the Soviets possess crude 
but effective might in their 
relatively simple machinery and 
their vast numerical superiority. 
The Soviet tank is taken as an 
example. The T-72, the latest 
Soviet model, was used as an 
excuse for the development of 
the expensive American M-l 
battle tank. The T-72 was 
described as a super tank that 
would have no difficulty in 
overwhelming NATO's out- 
numbered M-60 and Chieftain 
tanks. 

The T-72. as described by 
Cockburn, has an automatic 
gun loader that regularly "eats" 
the hands and arms of crew ! 
members, a smooth bore gun 
that adds size to the ammuni- 
tion caliber while making a ' 
joke out of target accuracy, and 
ammunition is far less 
dangerous than the smaller 
American calibres. The engines 
of Soviet tanks are based on a 
60-year-old French dirigible 
(blimp) engine design and are 
constructed out of highly com- 
bustible aluminum. Engine 
wear and consequent 
maintenance are well-below 
NATO standards. 

Those still wishing to cling to 
the myth of overpowering 
Soviet might in Europe will un- 
doubtedly point to the 
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Europe. 
This same "horde" has sup- 
posedly forced the West to rely 
on tactical use of nuclear 
weapons to "stem the tide." 
Since 1947, the prevailing 
thought has been that the^f 
Soviets could overrun Europ 
a matter of days. It was fear J 
just such an invasion that 
precipitated the formation i

It became apparent that a large 
percentage of reservists could 
not (or did not want to) be 
located, more deserted than 
stayed, so many that enforce- 
ment of desertion laws was call- 
ed off, along with the endre 
Polish operation. 

Inefficiency, corruption, lack 
of readiness, and inferior 
equipment are not problems 
limited to the Army. Cockburn

Defense. In each case, the 
Soviets are found to be sorely 
lacking, falling far behind the 
best hopes of Western 
strategists. 

Or are they? Here we come 
to the point of Cockburn's 
book. By exposing the USSR's 
shortcomings, Cockburn docs 
no favour to American weapons 
manufacturers, Pentagon pork 
barrel feeders and various sun- 
dry Military-Industrial Complex 
members. 

Each Soviet weapons develop- 
ment is seen by military- 
industrialists, and hawk-like 
politicians as an ominous'threat 
that can only be faced by.pour- 
ing money into new and expen- 
• sive weapons systems. The rule

General Idea, a I 
Toronto-based group of video type ar- 
tists is sandwiched somewhere bet- 
ween the more provincial realm of 
Brechtian-Dada ideals and Toron- 
t'oism. The work is lung puncturing, 
.•md to be avoided at all costs. Besides, 
you've seen it all before on Ed 
Sullivan, Merve Griffin, Jonny Carson 
or by Dada extension, on Coronation 
Street. Old jokes, Toronto hippies, 
and moribund egotism is backed 
ferociously by the Canada Council, 
Canada's art pimp. 

General Idea tries to repower 
politically-safe, often reactionary, 
modernist imitations. 

Six fois deux emissions television 
cinema: sur et sous la communication; 
J.L. Goddard, A-M Mieville, France, 
100 mins. 1976. 

Like many of the unfocused master- 
pieces in this ostentatious festival, the 
work by Jean Luc Goddard is a 
defeatest radical experience in dura- 
tional video. Several people arc inter- 
viewed about their concept of work. 
Occasional radical Marxist asides are 
made on labour and capital struc- 
tures. 

The tape is similar to Goddard's 
earlier failure, La Chinoise, where 
radical film form helped to 
depoliticize youth to the point where 
Mitterand became, in a few decades 
after May 1968, a glowing example of 
socialism. Goddard laughs at the 
working class and aggrandizes phony 
epistemologists who are at home with 
.hermaneutic bureaucracy. The work 
could only have been more preten- 
tious had it been projected on a large 
carton of brown eggs instead of a 
screen. 



Sexist publicity 
The expensive poster used to 
publicize this festival is an exploitative 
bore: an image of several women 
fcllating a strip of film is far from 
dynamic eroticism. An old stereotype 
for 'new' cinema, the poster forces us 
to ask what the festival provides an 
alternative to. The artist finds the 
poster "orgasmic and exciting," but 
disclaims any responsibility for. the in- 
terpretation of his art. 

Said Eve Lamont, an indépendant 
critic who mounted a publicity cam- 
paign against the festival's poster: 
"Naturally to excite his virility he 
couldn't depict an erection — the 
established order would have been too 
disturbed. It's a parody of an alter- 
nadve festival where retrograde sexual 
stereotypes suppress women's sexuality 
with that of men." 

Overall, this year's festival could be 
better if it lived up its international 
and alternative billing. It is instead a 
fest of European and American sexist- 
indulgence. As such it ought to call 
itself Quatorzième festival internal- 
national du vieux cinema sexist et du 
lieux video stereotypes.
